NEW YORK, Feb. 18 (UP)— 
Coffee prices hit a record high 
‘on the New York coffee and 
sugar exchange yesterday and 
wholesalers announced price in- 
creases that will be passed along 
shortly to consumers.

for the 1953-54 fiscal year end- 
ing in April. 

President Eisenhower’s 1954- 
55 budget submitted to Congress 
last month called for the allot- 
ment of $37,575,000,000 for De- 
fense Department spending. 
Atomic energy projects, aid to 
allies and other related costs 
brought the total United States 
national security allotment up 
to $44,480.000,000. 

The British white paper giving 
the government's budget figures 
said the estimated total active 
strength of Britain’s armed 
forces on April 1 this year is 
855.500, but that by April 1 next 
year it would be cut back to 
844.300 men.

The 
war has been going on for more 
than seven years and has 
drained the French heavily of 
men, materials and money. The 
politicians, under heavy pres- 
sure from their constituents, are 
looking for a way out of the’ 
present costly stalemate. 

In Indochina the Communists 
have effectively exploited the 
differences between the French, 
the native governments and the 
natives themselves over political 
and economic problems. The 
French have promised inde- 
pendence for the three Associa- 
ated States of Viet Nam, Laos 
and Cambodia and within the 
last two years have withdrawn 
about 18,000 of the 20,000 ad- 
ministrative officers. formerly 
stationed there. 


Little Patriotic Fervor.

the scope of the conflict. Anti- 
aircraft guns in the hands of 
the Vietminh have already com- 
plicated the present situation 
and brought on the shipment of 
American planes and_ techni- 
cians. These guns are said to 
have come from China and may 
be American weapons captured 
there. 


No China Planes Evident. 


, Competent sources say, how- 
ever, they havé’no knowledge of 
planes being shipped from China 
or of Vietminh pilots being 
trained in China. Damaged 
airbases in the hands of the 
Vietminh have not been recon- 
ditioned, it is said. — 


A negotiated peace, similar to 
that sought in Korea, is what the 
French want, but this appears 
impossible at this time because 
there is no battle line compar- 
able to the one that crossed the 
thirty-eighth parallel. No “se- 
rious” or “earnest” offer has been 
made, the French say, and they 
emphasize they will sign no truce 
that would leave the Viet Nam- 
ese and other natives and their 
countries open to domination and 
exploitation by the Communists. 

The possibility of a broad in- 
ternational agreement among the 
five great powers with the in- 
clusion of Red China brings up 
the question of who, if anyone, 
controls Ho Chi Minh. The 
French believe the direction of 
the war, including the Commu- 
nist infiltration and the revolu- 
tionary propaganda, springs from 
the Communist center in Mos- 
cow. There is no doubt in the 
minds of informed people here 
that if Ho Chi Minh were de- 
prived of Chinese and other out- 
side supplies he would be. se- 
riously and perhaps fatally han- 
dicapped in his actions. 


Effort at Big 4 Talks Fails.

A Dairy Farmer's Report 
To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 

I think I am typical of millions 
of the nktion’s dairy farmers. I do 
not make 6butter. I cannot afford to 
buy butter. If I tried to make but- 
ter the Government would not buy 
it. and would not permit me to 
sell it. 

I produce whole milk only, which 
I must sell at prices fixed by an 
agency of the Federal Government 
and in which I have almost no voice. 
I receive less than eight cents a 
quart for the whole milk containing 
nearly 5 per cent butterfat. 

The processor skims this to 3.5 
per cent, sells the milk at 25 cents 
a quart, sells or makes butter of the 
surplus cream. I have no connection, 
no share in his business or profits. 
He has government price protection, 
not the dairy farmer. 

Because of low prices for my prod- 
uct, drouth, and high prices on feed 
and equipment I must buy, I have 
not earned enough the past three 
years to pay minimum income taxes. 


_ Southern Missouri, most intensive 


dairy section in the United States, 
has 4000 farm families in bread- 
lines, receiving direct food hand- 


outs.

These elevated words stated the purposes of 
the Atomic-Energy Act of 1946, and it is safe 
to say that not a single one of the objects 
enumerated has been achieved in the eight in- 
tervening years. ! 

The public welfare has not been improved, 
although many billions of the public’s dollars 
have been spent. The standard of living has 
not been raised, nor free competition strength- 
ened. As for the promotion of world peace, the 
exclusive dedication of atomic energy to weapons 
production may have created lethal stockpiles 
which restrain aggression, but the same atomic 
arms race has jeopardized rather than promoted 
peace. The absence of military aggression is not 
in itgelf peace; if the A-bomb and the hydrogen 
bomb have helped to give us the first, they have 
helped to deny us the second. — 
* - - 


The high purposes written inte the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1946 are still valid though still 
remote. It is for this reason that President 
Eisenhower's proposal for the first extended 
revision of the act should be warmly welcomed. 
The whole subject urgently needs thoughtful 
re-examination. The security-ridden mysteries of 
the atom need the ventilation of fresh ideas. 
We need to ask ourselves what can be done, 
after the first eight years of a law that was sup- 
posed to usher in the “atomic age,” to recap- 
ture the noble purposes for which it was written. 


Certainly the situation on which the original 
legislation was based has changed. The atomic 
monopoly of 1946 has been broken. The short- 
age of atomic weapons has given way to a great 
variety and quantity of them. And the non- 
weapons applications which’ then seemed so 
remote have now been brought measurably 
closer to realization. ‘ 


So the President proposes three kinds of re- 
laxation in the restrictions which eight years 
ago were imposed upon nuclear information and 
activities. He would authorize the imparting to 
our allies of certain information relating to the 
use of atomic weapons. He would authorize 
sharing with certain allies information and atom- 
ic materials relating to peaceful development 
of atomic energy. And he would authorize, under 
safeguards, the expanded participation of pri- 
vate industry in development for peaceful pur- 
poses. 

There are strong arguments in favor of each 
of these proposals. Our NATO allies need 
weapons information in order to strengthen 
their defense and ours. Belgium has indicated 
that in return for receiving uranium supplies 
from the Congo, we should help her develop 
atomic energy for power. And the case for lim- 
ited industrial access to atomic energy rests 
upon a conviction that thus the peaceful appli- 
cations for power, for chemical, medical and 


yet uncharted uses, could be accelerated. 
* cs 


In each case, also, safeguards will be needed 
and Congress will want to make sure that they 


_ are effective. In the field of industrial develop- 


ment, President Eisenhower appears to suggest 
that private undertakings would be subject to 
licensing and thus to control by the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, that prices,for atomic mate- 
rials would involve no subsidy, and that patent 
provisions would be designed to prevent the 
formation of a private patent monopoly, If 
these safeguards are well spelled out in legisila- 
tion they should go far to quiet the fears of 
those who suspect a “giveaway” of great re- 
sources bought and owned by the people. 

Much depends upon whether Congress ap- 
proaches the problem in an affirmative or nega- 
tive mood—upon whether the restraints or the 
initiatives are emphasized. 


We believe the time has come for a broaden- 
ing of atomic horizons; for moderating those 
features of the governmental monopoly which 
no lohger serve the basic purposes of the Atomic 
Energy Act; for bringing into the field as many 
diverse and competitive developérs as possible; 
for invoking the imagination and the stimulus 
of many minds to speed the day when nuclear 
energy aids man in mofe constructive ways’ 
than as a frightening weapon.

Senator Jenner of Indiana hit the lowest 
point in the so-called Lincoln week oratory when 
he said at Columbus, Ind., that the American 
troops sent to Korea “were supposed to be de- 
feated.”

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Farm Supports in Strange Hands 

James A. McConnell’s appointment as admin- 
istrator of the Commodity Stabilization Service 
repeats a disquieting pattern. Like Albert M. 
Cole, who was appointed head of the Federal 
Housing Agency a year ago, Mr. McConnell has 
been in violent opposition to the program now 
placed under his administration. 


In his Department of Agriculture post Mr. 
McConnell will administer farm price support 
and crop control programs. He has denounced 
these measures as being designed to “socialize 
agriculture.” Mr. Cole earlier had denounced 
public housing as tending “to destroy private 
homes and private business and our Govern- 
ment.” 


The kind of appointment represented by Mr. 
McConnell and Mr. Cole has sometimes been 
described as setting the fox to guard the 
chickens. In Mr. McConnell’s case this apparent 
conflict of purposes is likely to be particularly 
disturbing to the farming cémmunity. Howard 
H, Gordon, whom Mr. McConnell replaces, has 
been described as a moderate who did not want 
to go as far in changing present farm programs 
as Secretary Benson wants, and who had been 
criticized for depending heavily on department 
officials who held over from the Truman Ad- 
ministration, 


The advent of Mr.; McConnell therefore is 
looked upon as a harbinger of more drastic 
changes in the farm programs. Conceivably it 
could also presage more’ turmoil in the depart- 
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Atomic Horizons _ 
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Indoghina’s war is of such importance 


Paris would have to think twice. 

The French cannot be blamed for being in 
this predicament. The United States is in one 
of its own. This was shown when President 
Eisenhower decided to send 200 air technicians 
to Indochina. 

The President had to reassure Congress that 
such a step would not involve the United States 
in the “tragedy” of a shooting war. But as the 
President had indicated in a joint statement 
with.

Against the constant problem of how far we 
can go to “save” Indochina without getting in- 
volved there ourselves, the so-called “new look” 


foreign policy is no help at all. Reliance on 


atomic weapons, talk of massive retaliation or of 
rolling back the borders of the Soviet empire— 
all this has no conceivable bearing on the war 


of attrition in the rice paddies. 


Diplomacy’s work is made more difficult, not 
just by the eight-year stalemate in Indochina, 
but by the reluctance of the native population 
to take firm sides. Nobody can say exactly what 
the people of Indochina want. France has re- 


' sisted proposals to put the issue to the U.N. 


The French have certainly not roused the 
people to their side. Emperor Bao Dai is re- 
garded in many places as a col puppet and 
some of his troops have gone over to the enemy. 
Yet the Communists do not have mass support 
either, despite their propaganda. If the Reds 
had had real mass support they would be closer 
to winning than they are now. 

When neither side can claim great advantage 
in a war, or even much popular consent to fight, 
it ought to be to the advantage of both sides 
to stop the shooting. Stalemate preceded truce in 
Korea. This one forlorn hope justifies the secret, 
struggling diplomacy between East and West. 
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Gov. Donnelly’s Call 

Phil M. Dennelly does his duty as Governor 
of Missouri by issuing a call for the special ses- 
sion of the Legislature broad enough to include 
a series of pressing pieces of gtate business. 
The drouth relief program, still urgently needed, 
requires further legislative attention. Several 
departments of the State Government, including 
particularly the penitentiary, are running out of 
appropriations.

The drouth relief session last fall was a model 
of expeditious legislative work. So can the com- 
ing session be. All that is needed is for the 
members of the Legislature, whatever their sec- 
tion of the state, to recognize that St. Louis's 
finances, the plight of drouth-+tricken farmers 
and the other matters in the call, are part and 
parcel of the same general welfare. Let the 
necessary bills be prepared, perfected and 
passed. The assembly at Jefferson City can be 
a demonstration of effective lawmaking. There 
is every reason to believe that it will be just that. 
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No Rush on Parking Changes 

The Board of Aldermen ought to be extreme- 
ly wary of the plan to relax the no-parking re- 
strictions in downtown St. Louis. The burden of 
proof that change is desirable lies with the 
downtown business men who are demanding it. 

Have the curbs on street parking hurt down- 
town business? This was the original contention 
of the business _men, and the Aldermen ought 
to see if it stands up. The fact that business 
may have fallen off downtown is not necessarily 
the result of the no-parking regulation, 

The state of downtown business might very 
well be entirely divorced from the existing 
restrictions and, in fact, should be so consid. 
ered until there is evidence to the contrary. So 
far, at least, the downtown groups have made no 
compelling showing that this is the case. 

Would modification of the parking regulations 
stimulate business? The downtown groups would 
answer this with a resounding Yes. But hera 
again they should be required to offer a great 
deal more than the mere assertion.

“I could mobilize all patriotic 
Republic of Korea personnel, 
military and civilian,” Won de- 
clared. “Many will volunteer.” 

The 76 Koreans, along with 
12 Chinese P.O.W.s, asked to 
live in neutral nations and were 
sent to India until arrangements 
are completed. 

Gen. Maxwell D.. Taylor 
warned South Korea Wednes- 
day that his Eighth Army will 
permit no interference with the 
departure of Indian soldiers who 
guarded unrepatriated war pris- 
oners for about four months in 
the demilitarized zone. ROK 
Foreign Minister Pyun Yung 
Tai said hig gavernment would 
not revoke its pledge of safe 
passage for the Indians from 
the neutral zone to the port of 
Inchon. 

The next group of Indian 
troops is scheduled to make the 
rail trip to Inchon Friday. .An 
Indian spokesman said about 
200 soldiers will travel along 
the usual route, which has been 
guarded by American tanks, ma- 
chine gunners and infantry, plus 
ROK national police units.

Johnson, a member of the 
Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee, called also for an 
exhaustive examination by Con- 
gress of Eisenhower's proposal 
to share with friendly nations 
limited information on the bat- 
tlefield use of atomic weapons. 

“It will take many, many 
months to explore all of the 
President's recommendations 
and Congress should move very 
slowlygin this matter,” he said. 

Eisefhower recommended in 
a message to Congress yesterday 
that the bar against private own 
ership or leasing of fissionable 
materials and facilities be re- 
laxed to encourage scientific 
and technical developments. 

Johnson said he felt there was 
little to be gained’ in surrender- 
ing the Government's mionopoly 
on source materials and manu- 
facturing processes to private 
companies.

He said Eisenhower’s proposal 
that the law be changed to per- 
mit the giving of technical in- 
formation to other countries 
about the use of atomic weapons 
raises issues which Congress 
ought to explore thoroughly.

HY should the final re- 
hearsal before a play's 
opening night be called 
a dress rehearsal?” is our cor- 
respondent’s question. And 
there is more to these words, 
for “dress rehearsal” has found 
its way into metaphor, to signify 
actions which have the nature 
of a performance, one calculated 
to achieve a purpose, and, by 
implication, rehearsed. 

In. the theater, “dress rehear- 
sal” stands for more than the 
final rehearsal before the open- 
ing. What comes out in these 
words is the custom of preparing 
a play by first merely reading 
the lines, then acting them out 
~all this for some time in street 
clothes, with positions on the 
stage chalked out for the actors. 
Props and costumes come later. 
As dress rehearsal implies, the 
final rehearsal is in full cos- 
tume, with all stage properties 
precisely as they will appear on 
the opening night. That is, if 
the company is lucky—as it is 
supposed to be, in a properly 
managed production. 

Harriet Beecher Stowe was 
the first to give these words 
rhetorical import. The follow- 
ing is from her “House and 
Home Papers,” published in 
1865: “He wanted something real 
and human—you gave him a bad 
dress-rehearsal, and dfess-re-

. W: ARE short of school room; we are building schools as 


fast as we can. We are short of teachers. All this 

adds up to conflicting situations that bear heavily on 
the principals and teachers. An undesirable room must be 
used. Which of the children shall be sent there? ‘Will it 
be the brightest and quickest, or the dullest? 

There is a room in a school outside the nearest school’s 
district. Who is to go there? The oldest or the youngest 
pupils, or the slow learners? A class is overcrowded. 
Which children are to be taken out to form the second class? 
The brightest, the slowest, or should the class be divided 
equally among bright, middle of the group and the slowest? 
Only those who have been faced with such problems can 
know the headache they can create.

NO MATTER WHICH WAY the difficulties are solved, 
one group of children and their parents will complain loudly, 
bitterly of discrimination. If the administrators give the 
slower learning. the best room, the smaller register and the 
best teacher, the parents of the brighter group will com- 
plain; so will the parents of the slower group, and, often as 
not, the teacher assigned to them. There can be no perfect 
solution. The matter must rest with the one in qutherity 
and he must assume the full responsibility. 

The only true basis a school head can work on is for 
the best good of the children concerned. The younger ones 
cannot be asked to cross streets that are busy and crowded 
with cars and trucks; they cannot be asked to climb stairs.

True, the slam 
could have been beaten, but 
that was only because of the 
extremely unlikely trump break 
that North-South encountered. 

West opened the diamond 
king. Dummy ruffed and re- 
turned a trump. West was wise 
enough to hold up his ace on 
this round, but when another 
trump was led he probably got 
discouraged with the hold-up 
idea and accepted the trick. He 
then tried a heart lead, but that 
gave declarer no trouble. He 
won in his own hand, ruffed 
another diamond, then drew 
West's trumps and spread the 
cards, 


West should have held out his 
trump ace a little longer! Ob- 
serve the effect of a second 
hold-up. If South persisted with 
a third round of trumps, West 
would win and lead a fourth 
round on his own account, thus 
stopping a second diamond ruff. 

Or suppose South ruffed an- 
other diamond immediately, 
when West ducked the second 
trump lead. Now dummy would 
be reduced to one trump, and 
declarer would have lost con- 
trol of the trump suit. Try it all 
out for yourself, dear reader— 
but remember to have West re- 
fuse the first two trump leads! 


When you prime coat wood 
that is hard and gummy, use a 
rather thinned primer as it will 
have more difficulty penetrating 
this kind of wood than soft 
opened grain wood.

HE largest bone in the foot 
T is the heel-bone. Walking 

would cause it to be pounded 
harder than it is if it were not 
helped by other bones. 


There are seven bones in the 
hind part of the foot, one less 
oo the number in a person's 
wrist. 


Leading out from the tightly- 
packed bones in this part of the 
foot are five bones which 
stretch to the toes. The toes 
have bones in them nearly like 
those in our fingers, except that 
they are shorter. 

Like the thumb in the human 
hand, the big toe has only two 
bones in it. Each of the éther 
toes has three bones. 

e e * 

IF A PERSON WALKS bare- 
footed over damp soil, he leaves 
footprints. They are not com- 
plete prints unless the soil is 
very moist and soft—or unless 
the person is flat-footed. The 
human foot usually leaves prints 
only of the front and back parts, 
with perhaps a bit of the outer 
side. We do not see the whole 
print because of the arch in the 
foot. 

“Fallen arches” are among the 
many kinds of foot trobules. 
Other troubles are corns, bun- 
ions and so on. 


We may blame most of our 
foot troubles on shoes. When 
shoes are fitted too tightly, they 
press the bones of the foot to- 
gether.
